The council will hold its ses­ 
sion September 3 and 4 when it 
will pass on budgets for next 
year submitted by the commis­ 
sioners and various other coun­ 
ty departments.

Mr. Stiers’ proposed 1936 coun­ 
ty levy of 4 1 cents would take 
care of the various funds to be 
raised under the various budgets 
submitted but would hardly pro­ 
vide for any working balance, it 
was said. 
The proposed tax rate for next 
year would raise $122,7 88.23 if 
all taxes were paid while the to­ 
tal budget estimate for 1936 is 
$117 ,7 07 . This levy is based on

During the past three years 
the amounts to have been raised 
by county tax levies were as fol­

Auditor Stiers said that the 
1936 budgets submitted by the 
different county officials did not 
vary greatly from those of this 
year. 
The present budget lists $30,- 
000 for old age pensions in 1936, 
an increase of $5,000 over the 
sum raised for that purpose this 
year. It was said, however, that 
it will likely be necessary to ap­ 
propriate an additional $3,000 to 
take care of old age pensions for 
the remainder of 1935.

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NEW DEAL SPOKESMEN UNEASY 
When Presiden t Roosev elt fin ds it n ecessary to 
go to the rock-ribbed Democratic state of Ar­ 
kan sas in order to sav e the Democratic leader 
of the Sen ate from defeat, that is n ews — start­ 
lin g n ews. Yet that is ex actly what is schedu led 
as soon as the con gress adjou rn s. 
Sen ator Robin son , who, as majority leader, is 
in charge of the admin istration ’s “mu st” legis­ 
lativ e program in the u pper hou se of con gress, 
recen tly fou n d it n ecessary to go home to look 
after his fen ces, althou gh his re-election is y et a 
y ear away . As a con sequ en ce of his observ ation s, 
he has called u pon the Presiden t to sav e the day 
in Arkan sas. 
The con clu sion is in escapable that there is 
either somethin g wron g with the Arkan sas De­ 
mocracy , or somethin g wron g with Sen ator Jo­ 
seph Robin son . 
Similarly , when Sen ator Pat Harrison , of Miss­ 
issippi, chairman of the mighty fin an ce commit­ 
tee, fin ds it absolu tely n ecessary , at the v ery 
time his committee is holdin g hearin gs on the 
Presiden t’s “soak the rich” tax bill — which the 
Presiden t is in sisten t u pon hu rry in g throu gh 
con gress — to ru sh home to atten d the Mississippi 
Democratic primary in order to sav e his organ ­ 
ization from defeat, that, too, mu st be written 
down as a piece of startlin g n ews. 
All this has come abou t becau se Sen ators Rob­ 
in son an d Harrison are, by reason of their sen ­ 
iority , the Democratic leaders in the Sen ate. As 
su ch, they hav e fou n d themselv es in a politically 
embarrassin g position by reason of the fact it was 
u p to them to lead the fight for the New Deal 
ex perimen tal legislation . It n ot on ly was po­ 
litically embarrassin g, bu t it was person ally dis­ 
tastefu l, as it compelled them to repu diate pu b­ 
licly their past u tteran ces an d smother their 
own con v iction s. 
At the time the tax bill fight was lau n ched, 
they were called u pon to make an ev en greater 
political sacrifice than u su al in order to “sav e 
the face” of Presiden t Roosev elt, after he had 
chan ged his min d abou t ru shin g the tax bill 
throu gh the con gress in fiv e day s. 
Sen ators Robin son an d Harrison represen t old- 
fashion ed Democracy . They come from states 
believ in g in state sov ereign ty rather than federal 
dictatorship. Rebellion has broken ou t in both 
their states amon g the ran k a*id file of the party 
as well as amon g leaders, all of whom are “fed 
u p” on the New Deal. 
Yet n either sen ator is in a position to defy 


the Presiden t, for they realize he wou ld in stan tly 
ex act reprisals an d throw the en tire admin is­ 
tration in flu en ce with the $5,000,000,000 cam­ 
paign fu n d again st their ren omin ation .

Kress went home to p ack, sick 
at heart at the thought that he 
was washed up as a big league 
ball p layer. Nine years of hust­ 
ling, then this—minor league 
bail.

v/as injured and Buddy Myer was 
thrown out of the game by the 
ump ire. The sudden turn of 
events sent Griffith back to the 
office where he frantically p ut in 
a p hone call for the* dep arting 
infielder. 
Kress came rushing 
back to 
the ball p ark, donned his old un­ 
iform and. got into the second 
game. And just to show what the 
new chance meant to him Ralp h 
made four straight hits against 
the Indians. Since his return his 
batting and fielding have been 
little short of amazing. If he 
keep s up anything like his p res­ 
ent p ace no one is going to oust 
him from the Washington line­ 
up .

Greensburg, Ind., Aug. 13 - 
Declaring that he intends to in­
